“CON PEOP 


Altona Council has refused to let the Housing 
Commission. distribute pamphlets promoting the 
commission's Paisley housing estate. 

“After over-riding our requests they‘re going to try 
and con the people into accepting their project”, Cr. 
Doug Grant told last week's council meeting. ; 


Mr. Grant was supporting a motion by Cr. Les’Crofts that council 
intorm the Housing Commission of its objection to the proposal to 


distribute leaflets. 


‘‘We_ realise that 
people who cannot pro- 
vide their own housing 

‘ must have housing pro- 
vided for them”, said Cr. 

Grant. 

“But while the commis- 
sion’s mode] of the 
proposed estate looks very 
nice, I disagree with the 
facet of four storey build- 
ings. 

“And I well remember 
, the comments of some 
councillors when first we 
were told the estate would 
house 5000 peopie, Now 
we find that it will in fact 
accommodate 8000. 

‘I am hesitant to be- 
lieve what the Housing 
Commission are going to 
come up with next. 

“In our discussions with 
the commission they have 
never been willing to com- 
mit themselves in any 
way,” said Cr. Grant. 

“Y agree wholeheartedly 
with Cr, Crofts that we do 
not go along with their 
to circulate 

pamphlets.” 

Cr. Pat Lynch said: “I’m 
afraid it’s a case of the
